SEASON: Our packing and shipping season 
usually begins by the 20th of September and con- 
tinues until the 15th of April. 


SHIPPING INSTRUCTIONS: We respectfully 
beg our patrons to furnish us with explicit direc- 
tions as to shipping and mode of conveyance by 
which they wish stock forwarded. When no par- 
ticular directions are given, we forward according 
to our best judgment, but in no case do we as- 
sume any responsibility as to safe delivery and 
condition of trees or plants after proper ship- 
ment by us. 


GUARANTEE OF GENUINESS: While we ex- 
ercise the greatest diligence and care to have all 
our trees, etc., true to label and hold ourselves in 
readiness, on proper proof, to replace all trees, 
etc., that may prove untrue to label free of charge 
or refund the amount paid, it is mutually under- 
stood and agreed to between the purchasers and 
ourselves that our guarantee of genuineness shall 
in no case make us liable for any sum greater 
than that originally received for said trees, etc., 
that may prove untrue. 


ACCEPTANCE: Notice should be sent us by 
telegraph, at our expense, if there is any cause 
for complaint or should trees, etc., be refused 
stating reason.
